Addresses that have been made before state hard- 
ware associations recently upon the all interesting 
' topic of Parcels Post legislation are apt, 
The some of them, to lead to wrong conclu- 
— sions, and the delight that has been ex- 
pressed over the first partial victory in 
which Congress has refused tq take up the measure at 
the present session, is altogether apt to lead to too much 
“crowing before we are out of the woods.” It has 
been represented that the measure is unconstitutional. 
As yet no law has been enacted relating to the ques- 
tion hence there has been no opportunity to test its 
constitutionality. However, when the amendment was 
made to the original proposition by which a lower rate 
of parcels postage was proposed for establishment 
within local rural delivery districts than that provided 
for general uses throughout the entire country, 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN called attention to the fact 
of this proceeding by enactment would savor strongly 
of class legislation, and raised the question of the 
constitutionality of such a proceeding. 


It should be borne in mind, however, that there 
has been no legislative action upon any measure mak- 
ing for the arrangement of a new Parcels Post law, 
hence matters stand at present as they have always 
stood in this respect. There are very strong influences 
and probably much money at work in an endeavor to 
make a law of the proposition and these influences, 
no doubt, would greatly prefer the enactment of a 
measure that contained none of the local provisions 
that have heretofore been proposed and that would 
stand all tests as to constitutionality. Therefore we 
deem it unwise for anyone in the hardware interest 
to endeavor to lull into quietude the aggressive ele- 
ment of associated hardware interests by addresses or 
otherwise, that even tend to indicate the defeat or 
downfall of the government or the Parcels Post ad- 
herents. THe AMERICAN ARTISAN has fought the 
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measure steadily and consistently in the interest of 
hardware merchants. It is still awake at the camp- 
fire and it proposes to remain awake. 








IN A recent address before the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Tampa, Fla., the Baron von Sternberg, 
citing “Germany’s Economic Strength,” 

In Point COmmented upon the estimated wealth 

of Wealth. of its people, estimating that wealth at 

$59,000,000,000, and the national in- 
come at $7,000,000,000. With a population of 62,- 
000,000, as he claimed. This would be a per capita 
wealth of $952 for every man, woman and child. In 
England the subject came under discussion -under 
favorable conditions, and as an outcome Bernard 
Mallet, commissioner of internal revenue, in an ad- 
dress before the Royal Statistical Society, estimated 
the wealth of the United Kingdom at somewhere be- 
tween $27,500,000,000 and $30,000,000,000. Taking 
the mean between these two estimates, the per capita 
wealth in England, Scotland, Wales and Ireland 
would be $875 which is considerably less than that of 
Germany. There is a lively discussion in the news- 
papers over Mr. Mallet’s calculations, some claiming 
a great deal more and others a great deal less. The 
estimates vary all the way from $21,000,000,000 to 
$73,000,000,000. The majority of the guessers, how- 
ever, adhere rather closely to his figures. There is no 
accurate way of computing the wealth of a nation ex- 
cept by taking the tax assessments, the bank deposits 
and other official records, and these only permit of an 
approximation. In England the income tax furnishes 
a basis of calculation, and in Germany the returns 
are even more exact. 

The total wealth of the people of the United States, 
as recently estimated by the Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington, D. C., is given at $107,104,211,917, and 
a per capita wealth of $1,310.11, which is $435 per 
capita more than that of England and $358 per capita 
more than that of Germany. In addition to this the 
relative conditions of the three nations should be con- 
sidered. While the two older nations are approach- 
ing their maximum of development rapidly the United 
States is but a stripling in point of age and develop- 
ment, and is but in its early youth in point of both 
age and the development of its resources or even ordi- 
nary frugality and thrift. It is not an unpleasant 
thought that by comparison with the rest of the world 
we stand highest in point of wealth and accumulative 


faculty. 








THE subjects of the parcels post and that of cata- 
logue house competition are now, and for a long time 
have been, all absorbing ones to retail 

For Good hardware and other merchants through- 
Roads. out the entire country. In the excite- 
ment incident to the discussion and con- 

sideration of these, little thought has been given to a 
vastly more important question which affects ad- 
versely all who have to do with retail merchandising 
to a greater extent than either or both of the ques- 
tions mentioned, and one which active and persistent 
organized effort, with possibly some slight individual! 
sacrifice, should bring about. We refer to the matter 
of good roads. The condition of country roads and

particularly in rural free delivery sections of the 
country has much to do with the clamor for the estab- 
lishment of the parcels post, for the reason that its 
establishment would put the farmers in closer touch 
with the world at times when weather conditions and 
consequently country road conditions confine them so 
closely to their homes as to forbid their often much 
needed visits to their local trading centers, and the 
same conditions operate largely to the advantage of 
catalogue houses in the matter of mail delivery in 
particular. 

When the known. influence of bad roads in unfavor- 
able seasons which recur regularly is considered as 
it affects retail trade in all communities as compared 
with more favorable road conditions at other times, it 
is wonderful that merchants are not stirring them- 
selves more actively in the direction of road improve- 
ments that should be brought about through reason- 
able concerted effort. An example of what may be 
done by concerted action and of the direct and per- 
manent good to merchants that will be derived there- 
from is shown in the concerted action in this direc- 
tion by the merchants of Battle Creek, Mich., in a 
fight that involved the matter of catalogue house 
trading solely and which we have heretofore con- 
sidered editorially. It was a fight in which the local 
merchants won a great victory but in its handling 
the question of victory or defeat as it developed, laid 
largely in the matter of the condition of the country 
roads as they had been and as they made them, for as 
the ‘fight against the catalogue houses progressed it 
became apparent that in good roads laid the main 
hope of the organized merchants, and they went after 
that problem vigorously. They claimed their own 
from the state, from the local community, from them- 
selves and from all other available sources, and the 
country roads were built and repaired and bettered, 
and this settled the matter of winning, for it quickly 
developed the fact that the bettered road conditions 
were appreciated and used by the farmers. It 
brought them into the little city in droves and 
streams and Battle Creek got the benefit of it. Any 
other community can do the same. Roads will not 
build or repair themselves, so action, force and in- 
telligence must provide the means. Everybody must 
help. Organization and persistent endeavor is re- 
quired. If legislation is necessary, get it from the 
state. If means are necessary, get help from the 
state—you are entitled to it. Organize. Do some- 
thing for your own community, but remember always 
that one man at work with a pick and shovel will do 
more at road making than five hundred who sit 
around and complain about roads hub deep in mud. 








The value of merchandise imported through Atlan- 
tic ports in 1897 was 616 million dollars, and in 1907, 
1,107 millions, an increase of 80 per 


ae ag cent; through Pacific ports the imports 
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Figures. ' 1697 were SI millions, and in 1907, 


Or millions, an increase of 81 per cent; 
the omission of the figures of trade with Hawaii hav- 
ing a less marked effect in imports through the Pacific 
ports than is the case with reference to the figures of 
outgoing merchandise. since a large part of the mer- 
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chandise sent from the Hawaiian Islands to the United 
States enters through Atlantic coast ports, especiall, 
in the case of sugar, which forms a large proportion 
of the merchandise sent out of those islands. The 
Gulf ports show an increase in imports of from 18 
million dollars in 1897 to 62 millions in 1907; the 
Mexican border ports an increase from 4 1/3 millions 
in 1897 to 16% millions in 1907; and the northern 
border ports an increase from 4634 millions in 1897 
to 122% millions in 1907. In imports Atlantic coast 
ports show during the decade an increase of 491 mil- 
lion dollars, a gain of 80 per cent, while all other ports 
show an increase of 189 millions, a gain of 150 per 
cent. In exports Atlantic coast ports show an increase 
during the decade of 384 millions, a gain of 50 per 
cent, while all other ports show an increase of 440 
millions, a gain of 131 per cent. Thus in imports the 
actual gain of the Atlantic ports was 2% times as 
great as that of all the other ports of the country, but 
in exports the actual gain of the Atlantic ports was 
considerably less than that of the other ports com- 
bined. 

Taking up the individual ports, it may be said that 
the value of merchandise exported through the port of 
New York in the calendar year 1907 was 683 million 
dollars out of a total of 1,923 millions, or 35% per 
cent of the total; while on the import side the value 
of merchandise entering that port was, in 1907, 830 
million dollars, out of a total importation of 1,423 
millions, or 58 per cent of the total. In 1897 Néw 
York’s share of the exports was 405 million dollars 
out of 1,100 millions, and of the imports 467 millions 
out of a total of 743 millions. 

Boston, occupying second rank in the value of its 
foreign trade, increased her exports from 104 millions 
in 1897 to 105 in 1907, and her imports from 86 mil- 
lions to 123 millions. At Philadelphia the foreign 
trade has doubled since 1897, imports having increased 
from 44 millions in 1897 to 81 millions in 1907, and 
exports from 52 millions to 107. At Baltimore im- 
ports have trebled, while exports have remained prac- 
tically stationery during the decade, the former having 
advanced from 11 millions in 1897 to 36 millions in 
1907, while the total export of 99 million dollars in 
1907 was practically equaled by the figures of 1897, 
98 3/5 millions. 

Through Galveston, now the second largest export 
ing city of the country, the exports have increased 
from 61 million dollars in 1897 to 197 millions in 1907, 
while the imports, which in 1897 were valued at but 
644 thousand dollars, in 1907 had increased to 7,669 
thousand dollars. Through New Orleans the imports 
of 1897 were 14% million dollars, and in 1907, 44 
millions, while the exports through that port increased 
from 100 millions in 1897 to 165 millions in 1907. 
Through the Puget Sound district the imports of 1897 
were 734 millions and the exports 1414 millions, while 
in 1907 the imports were 2434 millions and the exports 
44 millions. In the case of San Francisco, the im- 
ports through that port were 41 million dollars in 1897 
and in 1907, 54 millions, exclusive of merchandise 
coming from the Hawaiian Islands in the latter year, 
while exports through San Francisco, which in 1897 
were 40 million dollars, were, in 1907, 30 millions, ex-

One of the greatest advantages of the furnace heat- 
ing system is the fact that the heating cannot be done 
without ventilating the building, particularly when the 
supply of air to the heater is taken from out of doors, 
the freshest source of supply of pure air. This pure 
air when warmed only finds its way into the building 
when the air that was there before its arrival has been 
forced out through some crack, crevice or ventilating 
flue provided for the purpose.

Local happenings can always be taken advantage of 
by shrewd advertisers. Two good illustrations are 
shown by Maine and Wisconsin merchants. In the 
former case the Supreme Court met for the first time 
in the New England town. The firm sent out a sub- 
pena in regular form, advertising a special sale. The 
blank with its appearance and legal phraseology would 
at once attract attention. In a Wisconsin city a big 
store took advantage of the annual regatta to hold a 
regatta sale, the advertisement representing a naval 
officer and child viewing one of the yachts in the con- 
test from the deck of a steamer, the sail and the yacht 
and the backs of the man and child as well as the sea, 
steamer and clouds, contained the offerings of the spe- 
cial sale.

Problems in figures are always interesting, so I am 
here using two that seem to be worth while. The first 
is this, which may seem to border upon the mysterious, 
but it is purely a figure problem: Take any small 
number, multiply it by 3, and multiply it also by 4. 
Square these two products and add their squares. Ex- 
tract the square root of the sum, and divide by the 
original number, and the quotient will always be 5. 
Thus think of 3. Three times 3 are 9, and 3 times 4 
are 12. The square of 9 is 81, and the square of 12 
is 144. The sum of 81 and 144 is 225. The square 
root of 225 is 15, which gives 5 when divided by 3, 
the original number. If the original number is first 
multiplied by 6 and 8, instead of by 3 and 4, the quo- 
tient will be 10 instead of 5. If the original number 
is first multiplied by 5 and 12 instead of by 3 and 4, 
the quotient will always be 13. If 10 and 24 are the 
multipliers, the quotient will be 26; etc.

\nd the other is no less interesting, it is this: 
Choose any number, divide it by 9, and name the re- 
mainder. Multiply the number by some given num- 
ber, divide the product by 9, and the remainder can 
be told at once. Thus, suppose the other person 
chooses ‘the number 43. The remainder when divided 
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by 9 is 7. Tell him to multiply the original number, 
say, by 3 and divide by 9. The remainder is of course 
3. While he is performing the operation, multiply his 
first remainder by the 3 and obtain 21. Divide by 9, 
and you will obtain the same remainder that he has 
when the original number is multiplied by 3 and the 
product is divided by 9.

The so-called Bessemer process of making steel by 
injecting air blasts into molten iron, is said to have 
been first discovered by an American named Kelly, 
and was known as his air boiling process. . 

After the iron workers had seen it done, they still 
would not believe it. “Some crank’ll be burning ice 
next thing,” they said. Some of his customers, when 
they heard about it, wrote Kelly that they wanted their 
iron made either in the regular way, and not by any 
new-fangled method, or not at all. 

When the first blast was so strong that it melted 
the iron, the spectators roared with laughter at what 
they called “Kelly's fireworks,” and laughed for ten 
years at his “folly.” 

When Bessemer introduced his process to the Brit- 
ish iron makers, they too roared. with laughter at the 
“crazy Frenchman,” and would not allow the “silly 
idea” to be mentioned in their records. 

The steel rail proposition excited only derision 
“Bosh- Stuff! Humbug! Nonsense!” said the railroad 
directors when it was proposed to them. But after 
one road had tried it, the steel mills could not keep 


up with the orders sent in. 
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The plant of the Southern Stove Works, at Evans- 
ville, Ind., was destroyed by fire on the night of 
March 5. The loss is stated at $35,000, covered by 
insurance. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Stove Sales- 
men’s Association of Pennsylvania was held on the 
evening of February 28, at the office of the United 
Stove Repair Co., in Philadelphia, Pa. In the secre- 
tary’s report it was stated that the number of mem- 
bers at present enrolled was 37. The secretary de- 
sires that any of the members of the older organiza- 
tion who are not familiar with the conditions of mem- 
bership under the present charter, should put them- 
selves in touch with the. present association through 
communication with Ceo. L. Woodburn, secretary, 
at 117 Arch streeet, Philadelphia. 


A report on the condition of the ‘Glazier Stove 
Works, of Chelsea, Mich., sent out by the Detroit 
Trust Co., as receiver, shows the concern to have 
assets of the value of $479,000, while the books of 
the works show an indebtedness of $425,000. Cred- 
itors will be expected to prove their claim next June. 
It was stated some time ago that the inventory 
showed assets at about $1,000,000, but it is now rep- 
represented that more than $400,000 of this amount 
was in the form of notes that are now said to be 
worthless. 


The Independent Stove Company, of Detroit, 
Mich., has now in process of erection an extensive ad- 
dition to its stove manufacturing plant at Sidney ave- 
nue and the Grand Trunk Railroad in Detroit. This 
is the third addition that has been made to the work- 
ing capacity of the plant since the company’s origin 
eight years ago, with a force of eight men. The 
growth of the company’s business has been such as to 
make it necessary for a continued increase of its 
manufacturing facilities and of the number of its em- 
ployes. The year 1907, at its close, found the com- 
pany with seventy operatives on the payroll and as 
soon as the new addition is completed a material in- 
crease in the working force will be made.

The Robins Hardware Co., of Fredonia, Pa., is 
out with a warning hand bill which has been dis- 
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tributed widely in the country surrounding Fredonia, 
warning the inhabitants to “look out for range ped. 
dlers.” The notice states that the peddlers are jy 
the neighborhood again with the gall to ask $75 fo; 
ranges that the Robins Hardware Co., sell for $3 
and $35. A section of the warning notification js as 
follows : 

“If you have money to burn or to give to strangers 
because of a slick tongue, why do it, that’s your 
business. The good book says: “He that goeth suret, 
for a stranger will surely smart.” In modern, pres. 
ent day English, means, “You pay dearly (often 
double) for your confidence. Have you $40 to give 
a stranger? Better give it to our children to take 
term in Fredonia Institute—best school in the coun- 
ty—and do your own flesh and blood good; not to 
strangers 500 miles away. (Bah, don’t it make yoy 
sick!)’’ Other retail hardware stove dealers have 
found this method of fighting the range peddlers 
eminently successful and in many instances that have 
recently come to our notice the fact that the com-

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ELECTRIC COOKING AND HEATING. 








There is no question about the utility of electricity 
for heating and cooking and also for various other 
uses to which it may be put in supplying the required 
heat for many separate items entirely removed from 
connection with stoves or ordinary heating devices, 
and moreover it appears to be an ideal source of heat 
for all modern requirements. The matter of avail- 
ability, however, puts electricity out of the question 
for heating, cooking and lighting to a very great 
extent, because of remoteness of supply and where 
supply is available the cost which as yet greatly ex- 
ceeds that of even the best of ordinary fuels, natur- 
ally retard its general adoption. It is possible, of 
course, that the greater development of the science of 
electricity may bring about revolutions in its cost, its 
portability and availability that may place it within 
the reach of everybody and permit its economical 
adoption for the uses that are now known and for 
very many other uses now undreamed of. 

The electric heater is ideal. It is compact and neat 
in appearance and is easily turned on and off, thus ad- 
mitting of regulation of temperature for each indi- 
vidual room. It is connected by simple wiring which 
is more flexible than steam piping. The wires take 
little space and can be run anywhere, while steam 
pipes are bulky and apt to leak, and necessarily heat 
the spaces through which they pass. It is safe to 
say that the electric radiator, although deriving its 
heat indirectly from steam, is no less efficient when the 
losses due to leakage and radiation are taken into 
consideration. Two types of electric heaters have been 
made, the luminous, consisting of large incandescent 
bulbs, or glowers, in front of a copper reflector, and 
the non-luminous air heater, in which heat is distrib- 
uted by natural circulation of air through special re- 
sistance coils. The luminous type gives quick heat

by means of radiation, and with its pleasant glow is 
an attractive substitute for the open fire. The non- 
luminious heat is, however, better adapted to continu- 
ous service in heating rooms or spaces. 

Another service to which electricity may be put is 
in furnishing water, and the convenience of the electric 
shaving mug, one or two-quart water heater, or the 
electric washbowl fed from a small tank in which a 
heating unit is immersed, will readily be appreciated. 
The washbow! is primarily designed simply to take 
the chill off the water, but the shaving mug and small 
water heaters will furnish boiling water in a few 
minutes. 

For cooking and laundry work a number of standard 
devices is offered. There is the chafing dish, disk 
stove, egg boiler and coffee percolator or broilers, 
frying pans, combination cookers, tea kettles, water 
urns, and continuous flow water heaters, as well as 
several sizes of ovens whiclk, with the absence of live 
coals and the facility of temperature regulation, at 
once commend themselves as safer and more efficient 
than any other form of stove. To meet all require- 
ments for ironing or pressing in the laundry, sizes 
of flatirons from three to 24 pounds can be supplied. 

Two distinct forms of heating elements are used— 
cartridge and quartz enamel units. The former con- 
sists of a thin tape of special resistance metal, wound 
edgewise, insulated with a fireproof cement and then 
inserted in a mica lined brass tube capped with a 
cement plug, through which the leading-in wires are 
brought. The quartz enamel unit is made up of a 
resistance wire wound in a coil of small diameter 
which is then coiled into the form of a flat spiral with 
mica insulating strips between its convolutions and 
held against a layer of quartz grains imbedded in 
enamel on the bottom of the heater. Both heavy units 
are practically infusible and indestructible, but can be 
readily replaced if damaged by accident. Great care 
has been taken in the design of the heating devices to 
insure the most efficient application of the heat and at 
the same time to give proper radiating surface so that 
nearly all the apparatus may be left in circuit in- 
definitely without fear of burnout. 

All the smaller devices are portable and fitted with 
flexible cord and plug, by which they may be con- 
nected to any lighting circuit in the same way as a 
portable lamp.

COMPLAINT AGAINST AMERICAN TOOL 
HANDLES,

The Canadian government commercial agent at 
Leeds, England, reports a remarkably good opening 
for supplying the Sheffield firms with wood handles 
for making all manner of tools. At present this trade 
is largely supplied from the United States, and the 
agent reports that the handles received during the last 
few months have deteriorated so much in both quality 
and finish that British firms have no option but to buy 
elsewhere. The American pick handle, for example, 
meets with the following criticisms: Too broad near 
the socket; too wide in the shaft; too broad in the 
grip; many handles of an exceptionally knotty nature, 
thus spoiling the apnearance of the finished article.

A FENCE WIRE COMPLAINT. 





Advices from Washington, D. C., to Tue 
AMERICA ARTISAN state that a bill seeking the re 
moval of the duty of 45 per cent upon barbed or 
woven wire has been introduced in Congress by Rep 
resentative Haugen of Iowa. Mr. Haugen, it is 
stated, claims to have the support of the Secretary 
of Agriculture.in an effort to bring the fence wire 
trust to terms and insure a better quality of wire for 
the farmers of the United States. He is said to have 
stated that the farmers complain of the quality of wire 
rather than its price, and asserts that fence wire now 
used on American farms is brittle and short lived and 
that as a result the maverick population is growing 
on the western plains and stock are straying from one 
ranch to another. 

The abolition of the duty, he believes, will result in 
a better class of wire being turned out in this country 
in order to meet foreign competition. 

The foregoing item was published in THe AmMe_nri- 
CAN ARTISAN under the date of February 22, since 
which time there have come to us numerous letters 
from wire and fencing concerns that seem to have a 
distinct bearing upon the subject and are therefore in- 


teresting in this connection. We take pleasure in sub- 
mitting herewith extracts from them: 


The Michigan Wire Fence Co. writes: 


We think that wire as now manufactured rusts faste: 
than the iron wire used years ago; as manufactured now 
probably open hearth steel is superior to Bessemer steel.

It is a well known fact among the hardware trade, and 
we believe a good many of the consumers of wire poultr) 
netting, that the galvanized after poultry netting will las‘ 
from three to five times as long as the galvanized before 
for the reason that the. galvanized before is made fro! 
galvanized wire, the zinc during the galvanizing proces 
being wiped off by asbestos wipes so as to leave about 2! 
per cent on the wire, while the galvanized after style of net 
ting is galvanized through a heading, is not wiped off an 
retains from 15 to 18 per cent of its weight in zinc, and a 
zine is the only preservative the wire has, it can be readil 
appreciated that the additional amount of zinc on the gal 
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vanized after will lengthen its lasting qualities about in 
sortion to the amount of zinc placed on the wire. 

‘If the farmers and users of wire fencing were willing 
to pay the extra cost of galvanizing their fencing after it is 
wovels they would obtain about the same result as is ob- 
tained on the better quality of poultry netting, and that as 
cheaply as any foreign manufacturer could manufacture and 
import it to this country, under a very small import duty. 

Therefore, while we are not at all interested in the 
manufacture of field fencing, so-called, we have to say that 
the remedy which Rep. Haugen of Iowa wishes to apply 
would fall far short of the mark in producing the results 
desired, and we cannot imagine anything much more foolish.

In relation to the removal of duty upon barbed and woven 
wire, and to the quality of wire manufactured at the present 
time, we write to say that we are quite sure that the wire 
made by most manufacturers at the present time is very hard 
and in many cases brittle, but our chief criticism of the wire 
now on the market is that the galvanizing is so thin or poorly 
done that the wire rusts very quickly, and if the importation 
of larger quantities of foreign products of a higher grade 
could be successfully made, we believe it would tend to raise 
the quality of American-made wire.

We beg to State that we use but very little, if any, wire 
that is known as fence wire. Wire which we use in our fac- 
tory is of a special manufacture and drawn by the wire 
drawers, having in view the requirements of our line of busi-

ness. 

We are not always served just as we desire as to the 
question of quality, but we do not know that this is due to 
present conditions under which the wire trade is handled. 
Years ago before combinations, etc., were known to any great 
extent we would have from time to time trouble with the 
quality of wire which we desired to meet our wants and 
probably this condition causes us no more annoyance now 
than then. 

Sometimes our requirements are such that a very fine 
grade of wire is required and in this case the wire will some- 
times fail us. Generally speaking, we have no special reason 
to complain.

The Elliott & Reid Co. writes: 

Relative to the Haugen bill lately introduced in Congress 
ior the removal of the duty on barb wire and woven wire, 
for the purpose of improving its quality, will state we have 
never used imported wire and therefore do not know that it 
possesses superior qualities over home-made wire. We are 
not makers of wire and therefore do not know whether bet- 
ter or more durable wire can be made or not. We believe 
wire is not an everlasting article, as many dealers, users 
and farmers are led to believe; on the contrary, it is of ex- 
tremely short life in its natural state, but in the form of 
fencing its duration can be prolonged by treating with a 
coating of paint, or of zinc or spelter. This latter process 
is most generally used, but whether it can be better done by 
home or foreign makers, or there be an entirely different 
and superior preservative, we do not know. So far as, we 
are informed, we believe makers of wire are making it as 
good as they knowhow, or as users are willing to pay for.

In .reference to the quality of wire for fence purposes, 
we do not believe that the removal of the duty upon either 
barbed or woven wire would have any effect whatsoever 
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upon the quality of the article that the manufacturers of 
this country are producing. We believe that the ‘manufac- 
turers of this country are producing just as good a quality 
of wire as lies within their power to produce. 

If wire does not last to-day as it did some few years 
ago, the fault is in the process of manufacturing the raw 
article, or the steel out of which the wire is made, but steel 
in this country to-day is made by identically the same process 
as it is made in any other country that produces steel, conse 
quently the abolition of the duty would have nothing to do 
with forcing the American manufacturers to make a better 
article.

Shimer & Co. write: 

We will try and give you some of the experience we 
have had in the manufacture of woven wire fencing for the 
last fourteen vears, and of course we have watched the dif- 
ference in the manufacture and marketing of wire and 
woven wire fencing very closely. That the farmers have 
complained against the quality of wire that enters woven 
wire fencing, we assure you. they have had a right to com- 
plain, as the wire that enters fencing to-day is not what it 
should be at all. 

The trouble with the wire at the present time is all in 
the galvanizing and not in the quality of steel, for we be- 
lieve that the quality of steel is really better than it was 
several years ago, but they have in most cases adopted a 
new rule of galvanizing or new idea, which does not come 
up to the standard. In the first place, to galvanize a wire 
properly it must be thoroughly cleaned of all foreign mat- 
ter in every way, and this must be done with the proper 
mixture of acid. Then the wire must be at a certain tem- 
perature so as to allow the spelter to adhere. Then it must 
be wiped into the pores of the steel thoroughly, but the 
coating must not be too heavy. One other trouble is that 
there is too much lead used in the spelter and not enough 
zinc. The spelter that is on the wire at the present time is 
very brittle, showing the proper mixture is not there, It 
also scales very readily, showing that the wire has not 
been properly cleaned and that it was not at the proper heat. 
Years ago, when they galvanized wire properly, they run 
the reels at about one-half the speed of to-day. Now they 
think more of tonnage than they do of quality, and they 
double up the speed of the wire passing through the clean- 
ing, annealing and galvanizing vats, and it does not give it 
the proper time to adhere. 

When these vital points are remedied you will have 
wire that will stand any element and will not rust as it does 


at the present time.

perfectly put up by the printer, the exception being 
this. The next to the bottom line should have ap- 
peared in the same series of type as the first and sixth 
lines. This would have perfected the advertisement 
but it is not bad as it is. The white surrounding space 
is satisfactory and the bordering rule is properly 
mitered but not properly locked up. We consider this 
a very good advertisement. It occupied three inches 
double column in the Daily Colonist of Victoria, 
British Columbia. 

The “Read’s Roaster” advertisement is a good 
strong one and one that can hardly fail of being 
noticed by even the casual reader. A suitable cut has 
been chosen for the advertisement as it is a cut that 
is designed for this class of work. The arrangement 
of the advertisement is excellent. The prominence of 
the prices is a good point and the continuation of the 
gothic type to the third and fourth display line is al- 
together consistent but here, apparently the printer 
“fell down” as a seriesing of the gothics if extended to 
the second and sixth display lines would have been 
altogether better. Mixing of display types is nearly 
always unsatisfactory and it is usually unsatisfactory 
where other types are mixed with gothic. The body 
section is excellently planned, the long dash is a good

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Heating and Ventilating 


FUEL ECONOMY. 











BY L, J. WING. 
A paper presented at the fourteenth annual meeting of 


Anerican Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, New 
York, 1908. 

On account of the steadily increasing cost of all 
kinds of fuel, I deem the question of fuel economy as 
the most important subject before this association, 
composed of heating and ventilating engineers and 
contractors for heating and power plants. 

The reports and papers -that have been read on 
“saving of heat units by the use of the various types 
of radiators and the various systems of piping, etc.,” 
have been very interesting, and undoubtedly of as- 
sistance to the members of the association. 

I-ask the question: Which is the most important, 
the saving of the small difference of heat units de- 
livered by the different types of radiators or systems 
of piping, etc., or the producing of the greatest num- 
ber of heat units from the fuel burned? 

It is a well-known fact that well equipped and prop- 
erly run boiler plants will give from 25 to 50 per cent 
more steam per pound of coal than the commonly 
equipped and carelessly run plant will. 

I think it is the duty of heating, ventilating and con- 
sulting engineers to use their knowledge and influ- 
ence to teach acting engineers and firemen the art of 
saving fuel, and also persuade owners to properly 
equip their boiler plants and insist upon their em- 
ployes giving the best possible care and attention to 
operating the plant to get the greatest efficiency and 
economy possible. 

On account of the enormous consumption of coal, 
oil and other fuels in this and other countries, it is 
only a question of time when power derived from 
steam will be very costly; therefore, any improvement 
in combustion is of benefit to mankind as well as to 
owners of large or small power plants. 

Mr. J. C. Jurgensen, a well known practical and 
consulting engineer, writes on this subject as follows: 

“Fuel economy is to-day a question of paramount 
importance, and it will pay every ambitious operating 
engineer and firemen well to study it closely. As a 
general rule the boiler plant and the men who actually 
operate it are the most neglected factors in the plant; 
this is the more curious as the boiler plant and its op- 
erators really determine one of the largest fixed 
charges against any product turned out from a fac- 
tory or other steam-using business. Thousands of 
boilers can be pointed out where, if the conditions 
were carefully studied and proper arrangements for 
economy were made, from 5 to 25 per cent of fuel 
could be saved, while at the same time an increase in 
boiler capacity of from 10 to 50 per cent could be 
gained. Daily study of the varying conditions in the 
boiler plant, their intelligent understanding and will- 
ingness to employ the knowledge thus gained ought 
to mean a substantial increase for any engineer or 
fireman who takes the trouble to apply himself to the 
study of fuel economy. 

“The boilers are that part of a plant where the most 
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money can be saved or squandered. There are every 
day opportunities present in the fire room which when 
grasped by the intelligentengineer or fireman soon 
will single him out as a man who will be considered.” 

Now what is the best way to operate a boiler plant 
to deliver the greatest amount of actual power from 
a pound of any given kind or quality of coal? 

I trust that our members who have had experience 
in this line will give us practical information on this 
subject. 

From my experience in this matter I think the ques- 
tions of grates and draft are the two most important 
points. 

The grates should be made so as to give sufficient 
air space and yet not allow loss or waste of coal by 
falling through the opening of the grate. This is par- 
ticularly necessary when burning small anthracite. 

I have seen cases where the loss from this cause 
was from Io to I5 per cent. 

The amount and temperature of the air supply is 
in my opinion the leading feature in fuel economy. 

I find that a large number of architects and consult- 
ing engineers still hold that a tall chimney or an in 
duced draft is the best and most economical system. 

I do not agree with them. A strong draft by a tall 
chimney necessarily requires a great amount of heat 
in the stack to make the draft. The heat going out of 
the stack is an absolute waste. 

On tests made in a large plant here in this city hav- 
ing a system of forced draft with a stack nearly 300 
feet high showed the gases 64 degrees lower when the 
blowers were in use than with the natural draft, while 
the saving in fuel was over 18 per cent and the boilers 
gave 30 per cent additional power, at the same time 
the grates and tubes were kept in better condition 
than with natural draft. 

With a strong natural or induced draft making a 
vacuum in fire and combustion chambers, the ten- 
dency of the air or gases is to take the most direct 
route from inlet to outlet; leaving a large portion of 
the shell or tubes out of the current, and, therefore, all 
parts are not heated equally, which is not good for any 
type of boiler. 

Another objection is the fact that when the fire door 
is opened to feed or clean the fires a large amount of 
cold air is drawn in which strikes the parts of the 
boiler subjected to the most intense heat, causing great 
unequal contraction and expansion, which causes 
great injury to the shell and tubes and greatly reduc- 
ing the furnace temperature and causes the steam 
pressure to drop. 

On this point I again quote Mr. Jurgensen: 

“A very important and partly avoidable loss is du« 
to excess of air supply and too high a temperature of 
escaping gases; the cause of this loss needs to be 
looked into carefully in order to prevent the condi- 
tions to obtain leading to this loss, which is often con 
siderable. 

“There is a good deal of uncertainty as to the excess 
of air needed; it is generally agreed that with ordi 
nary chimney draft 100 per cent additional is needed, 
or 23.2 lbs., and with mechanical draft giving mod 
erate pressure in the ash pit 30 per cent, or 17.4 lbs 
For various reasons, with mechanical draft the ex 
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cess may with profit be further reduced; the actual 
excess for a given fuel under the many different con- 
ditions possible can only be found by intelligent ex- 
periment. As before stated, with chimney draft the 
air supplied is seldom less than 100 per cent, more 
than the aetual amount needed. Conditions leading 
to air excess need be studied closely, and to avoid loss 
on this account as much as possible regulate the air 
admission and the hand dampers carefully and watch 
the results of such regulation in the color of the fire. 

“The hand damper on a boiler is not appreciated as 
it should be in the hands of an intelligent engineer and 
fireman. It may be regarded as a regulator enabling 
them to steer the boilers under their care to a satis- 
factory berth in the port of good economy. 

“The weight of the chimney gases discharged per 
pound of carbon burned when 100 per cent excess of 
air is used is 11.6 X 2= 23.2; adding the weight of 
the carbon it is 34.2 lbs. To heat this enormous 
weight of gas discharged by the chimney to a much 
higher temperature than necessary means a loss in 
money value that would stagger most plant owners 
if it was thoroughly appreciated.” 

Practical tests on many boilers have shown that 
with a blower and a small per cent of good dry steam 
thoroughly mixed with the air under the ash pit, with 
a steady even pressure, keeps the grates in good or- 
der, gives more perfect combustion, leaving less ashes 
and clinkers, than with the hand dampers closed to 
that point that, when the fire door is opened, there is 
only a slight inward draft, but no gases coming out. 
This will give a clear white flame, and being a plenum 
or slight pressure m the fire and combustion cham- 
bers the shell or tubes will be evenly heated, the whole 
length giving more steam and yet keep the boiler in 
much better condition, whil the saving in cost of fuel 
is from IO per cent to 50 per cent.

Drop lines from the space points in end elevation 
to the circumference of the large pipe. Then from 
the points in the other small circle draw lines paralle! 
to the side lines of the pipe down indefinitely into the 
body of the large pipe, and meet these with lines fron 
the points on the circumference of large pipe in en‘ 
elevation, being careful to have lines of like numbers 
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-tersect. Then through these points of intersection 
draw a free hand line, which will give the outline 
of the contact line of the two pipes. 

Relow the side elevation draw the stretchout of the 
envelope of large pipe, and at any desired place in 
this draw parallel lines spaced the same as the spaces 
on the quarter circle of end elevation which were 
established by the lines dropped from the spacing 
of the plan of small pipe. Then intersect these lines 
with lines dropped from the joints of outline in side 
elevation, still bringing like numbers together, which 
will give the shape of hole to cut in large pipe, and 
completes the pattern of it. 

Parallel with the axis of small pipe in side elevation 
draw the stretchout of small pipe, and space it into 
the same number of equal spaces as were used in each 
of the plans, drawing lines indefinitely, and intersect 
them by lines at right angles to the axis, projected 
from the outline points on side elevation. Then a 
free hand line through these points will complete the 
patterns as shown. H. E. Osporne.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The month of February in the hardware trade as 
relates to jobbers in the West, shows in its footings 
a decided improvement over that of January, and in 
an analyzation of its aggregate, the conditions are 
found to be equal of that of February, 1907. Thus far 
into March it has been found that trade has im- 
proved greatly as is shown not only by the greater 
amount of inquiry but also by the actual amount of 
sales in both quantity and in money value. There 
seems to have been in the trade in some sections a 
prevailing idea that because of the recent financial dis- 
turbances trade was bound to be poorer this year and 
even with a thoroughly good volume of business that 
very foolish idea is very hard to dissipate. There is 
really no need of worrying about what will happen in 
the hardware trade for this year. Conditions all 
point to a volume of sales as great as the trade will 
take care of. It is already beginning to make itself 
apparent. The condition of the retail trade through- 
out the West and Northwest is for this season of 
the year much better than it has been in many years, 
notwithstanding the fact that we have recently had 
some record breaking years and seasons. No one can 
predict’ the wetather or the future, but with early 
spring weather orders from the sections of the coun- 
try tributary to Chicago will be found not only very 
large but very urgent. Western Retail Hardware 
merchants owe less now than they have ever owed, 
and the investigation shows that their books have been 
kept up in point of their own collections much more 
completely than has been the case at any previous 
time. Retail hardware stocks while they may be 
said to be complete are not now as strong as they 
commonly are at the opening of spring. This has 
been occasioned by prudent buying that has been done 
during the past three months. Prices are being well 
sustained by the manufacturing and jobbing interest. 

In currerit quotations wire nails stand at $2.23, gal- 
vanized barb wire $2.68, painted barb wire $2.38, 
smooth galvanized wire $2.38, smooth annealed wire 
$2.08, galvanized staple $2.63, polished staples $2.23, 
with a variation of 5c to retailers in car lots and I5c 
higher to retailers in less than car lots. 

Cut nails rule as follows, iron cut, cars to jobbers, 
$2.38 ; cars to retailers, $2.43; steel cut cars to jobbers, 
$2.28; cars to retailers, $2.33. 


TIN PLATE. 

The tin plate market is gradually getting into better 
shape. Orders are coming in more freely, and plants 
are gradually resuming. Business at present is main- 
ly routine, but manufacturers are optimistic over the 
outlook. Prices are $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with the 
independents quoting $3.65 for foo-lb. coke plates. 
Price f. o. b. Swansea for tin plate is 12s. Arrivals of 
tin plate for the week ending Feb. 29, were 12,766

SHEETS. 

Jobbers of metals and manufacturers of metal prod- 
ucts particularly and jobbers and manufacturers of 
sheet metal goods complain bitterly of the condition 
of their trade both in galvanized and black sheets and 
their products. It appears that in the action of the 
steel interests in promulgating a formal announce- 
ment of an apparent $4 per ton reduction in sheet 
supplies on January Oth last, seriously misled buyers 
of these commodities as it is stated that at the time of 
this deduction its aggregate had been previously dis- 
counted from $2 to $3 per ton, leaving the real margin 
of reduction at the time but a small proportion of the 


- shading that was claimed. Naturally this condition 


disorganized the sheet market to a very great extent, 
particularly in the West, and, as a consequence, no 
confidence is had in the price of black or galvanized 
sheets, tin plate, galvanized conductors, gutters, or 
any of the sheet metal goods that are now seasonable 
and as a result practically all Western jobbers are 
compelled to sell at very near cost. It is stated upon 
good authority that an advance on black and gal- 
vanized sheets is contemplated and that it will occur 
within the next thirty days. The mills report some 
improvement in the sheet market.and there has been 
a slight increase in the working capacity of the mai 
sheet interest.

SHEET ZINC. 

Business in sheet zinc continues of small propor- 
tions. Consumers are taking nothing beyond actual 
requirements for immediate use, and trading is main- 
ly routine in character. Prices are steady on the 
basis of $7.00 per 100 pounds f. o. b. smelter. 


ALUMINUM. 

Trading in aluminum is more or less of a routine 
character, with business of small proportions. Prices 
are easy. No. 1 ingots for remelting are offered at 
33(@34c per pound in ton lots, and No. 2 ingots at 
31@32c in car lots for 90 per cent pure. 





IRON BARS. 

The bar iron market presents a little better appear- 
ance. Most of the local dealers are holding firmly 
at 1.56c, and at a recent meeting agreed to maintain 
this price, despite the advance in the Pittsburg price 
from 1.40c to 1.50c. The market in the West is 
slowly improving. 


PIG IRON. 

There may be said to be little activity in the pig 
iron market and there is practically no buying ex- 
cept in a hand to mouth manner by melters who 
positively require the iron for immediate consump- 
tion. There is little if any iron in the yards of small 
melters, and it would seem that some buying action 
must be taken quite speedily, but this has been the con- 
dition of affairs for quite a long time, and there has 
been much speculation as to how some of the small 
melters have provided for their needs. While, as 
stated, the market is slow and uninteresting it de- 
velops that the sales for February showed a marked 
increase over those of January and the aggregates as 
they are computed at the present time for the first 
two weeks of March show a material gain over those 
of the same period in February. During the week 
the American Car & Foundry Co. was in the market 
for 200 tons at what may be said to be a considerably

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: The week has been of a quiet and uninteresting 
character. Some tonnage was sold to pipe makers and if it 
were not for the almost weekly purchases of a few of the 
larger companies who are coming into the market for limited 
amount every few days, the trade might almost be said to be 
featureless. 

Consumption in the general foundry business is about 
the same. In structural and rail lines there seems to be a 
better feeling and more interest, as some good business has 
been placed with them recently. Small lots for immediate 
shipment mark the actual volume of transactions. The pig 
iron sales in February show a slight gain over those during 
the previous month and it is expected this will improve as 
much, if not more, during March. 

The railroads are being watched with much interest and 
as soon as they become more active purchasers the influence 
so exerted will be wide spread and most helpful. Buying for 
forward delivery crops to the surface once in a while and 
some sales have been closed, but they are the exception, not 
the rule. 

An interesting item is the report of estimates of the 
American Railway Association, which show surplus of idle 
cars on the railway lines that were some 343,000 on February 
5th, 320,000 on February 19th, reduced below the 300,000 mark 
on the first of the present month, and it was officially stated 
the number had been further reduced in greater ratio during 
the last few days. 

Coke is somewhat improved and prices are steady, with 
the supply good. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: As the season advances the feeling in the iron trade 
grows more and more hopeful. No one is expecting a big 
year, but all are hoping that there will be enough business to 
keep fairly busy. There is a gradual resumption of activity 
all along the line. There is one thing sure and that is with 
prices of pig iron lower than they have been since 1903, and 
in that year they rebounded almost immediately from the 
low level struck when the boom of 1902 collapsed, it is a good 
time to make improvements. A man today can get more for 
his money than has been the case for a long ume past. Of 
course the sticking point is that he has to have the money. 
But the situation in that respect is clearing up rapidly 

When the tumble came last October there was a great 
quantity of high priced iron on furnace order books. Some 
of this still remains, but the most of it has been delivered and 
the foundries are in just that much better shape as they are 
now in a position to figure on new business on the basis of 
bottom iron prices. That the bargains in finished iron will 
soon stimulate the trade is certain unless history fails to re- 
peat itself. This being the year of a presidential election 
means. of course, that business will have a brake applied to it. 
But given good crops and not too revolutionary or radical 
political platforms and the iron situation is bound to keep on 
gradually moving. It is much better than it has been and 
the prospects are good. 

This week has been marked by some large purchases of 
iron by pipe makers and by fair scattering orders for general 
foundries. 

Coke has been in much more active demand.
